Pear  Dr.  Falconer, 

I  have  just  received  your 
letter  of  Pec.  24  asking  what  chances  there  are 
for  students  to  secure  positions  as  teachers  in 
Saskatchewan  for  the  summer  months. 

In  reply  I  may  say  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  few  years  the  Department  has  granted 
permits  to  undergraduates  of  several  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Universities  to  take  charge  of  rural  schools 
during  the  summer  months.  It  is  altogether  likely 
this  policy  will,  by  reason  of  the  extreme  scarcity 
of  teachers,  he  followed  during  the  present  year. 

The  granting  of  permits  by 
the  Department  to  undergraduates  is,  however, 
accompanied  by  certain  disadvantages  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  they  can  only  stay  a  few  months  and 
leave  the  school  districts  at  a  time  most  favor¬ 
able  for  the  schools  to  be  in  operation,  that  is, 
in  September  and  October. 

This  has  been  the  cause  of 
some  dissatisfaction  in  the  past.  It  is  a  condi¬ 
tion  of  affairs,  however,  which  cannot  be  readily 
overcome . 

The  action  respecting  the 
granting  of  permits  for  1914  has  not  yet  been 
decided  upon  but  you  may  rest  assured  that  if
